rafiroad has just written a most en-
thusiastio letter to 4. W. Orrof the
Vinita railroad committee. Mr. Meak-
or says that the proapects for the con-
struction sre bnghtening every day,
He says iv has been found thab the
road can be flnanced by either ono of
pwo trust companles.

At present the actual work is belng
¢oncentrated on that section of the
line between Caney and Nowata, It
had bean expected that the survey be-
tween these polnts would have been
eompleted before this time, hut up to
the present this has not been done
the bad weather having greatiy handl-
capped the surveyors. As soon as the
survey reaches Nowata the party wlll
come on to Vinita, and the feasibility

of the route thru this city will be de-
termined.

Mr. Meeker says that the towns thus
far approached for assistance have res-
pouded with alacrity, Caney has
agreod to vote s 830,000 bonus and to
donate terminals and 4 right of way
to the state line. Wann, whers the
proposed road will. cross the Katy's
Oklahoma division, has agresed to give
the company & half interest in o forty
acre addition to the town, eight busi-
ness lots in the present town, depob
grounds and & right of way thru the
town,

Nowata too s most anxious for the
building of the road, and has promis-
od @ $30,000 bonus and a nght of way
thru the town. The commities ap-

Guttirle, Okla., Jan. 11—*"Instesd of
the phrase ‘Law ls suprame,’ it will be,
‘Ansohy lssupreme I the new stiate
of Oklahoma,' which will be written
in our constitution from the way in
which the delegates are drifeing now!"

This sensational declaration was
made by Delegate Kornegay, Demo-
erat, of Vinita, upon tha floor of the
gonstitutional convention yesterday.

A murmur of surprise swept around
the room as Mr, Komegay ocontinued
in bitter tones to denounce his hsso-
glates forthelr utter lack of jutalllgent
affort,

The incident ocourred during a dis-
sussion of a proposition submitted by
Delegate Johnson to be Incorporated
in the bill of rights, The convention
had resolved itself Into s commitfes
nf the whole aud Mr, Johnstone was
utging the adoption of his proposition
which provided vhat:

YThe rights secured or reserved to
the Inhabitants, the parsons, the peo-
ple, the electorate, or any particalar
portion of elther of tham, shall In np
onse be extended to ncludé corpora-
vlons, publie or private, and the per-
sondal rights secured to Inhabltants
und cltizens of the state of Oklahoma
shall not confer Immunlty upon any
offleer, director, manager, cleri, ngent
or employe of any corporation in his
relations as such from full’ Yperation
of thevisitorial and inquisitorial pow-
ers of the state.”
